It wna loft for tho froo and enlight- 


ened republic of America to start the 
custom of bestowing a dowry on hus-i 
bands instead of wives. Just tho same, 
however, the dowr? ootnoa out of the 
pocket (if tho bride's father. 
Instead of 


Kttling it on his daughter, as the old 
world fashion is, the American parent 
Bettlee it on her husband. There ia a 
condition attached, however. It is that 
the husband must bo a European, more 
or less shabby, shady and impecunious, 
as tho case may be, with a titlo hang- 
ing to him. Tho sums that have been 
paid hi recent years by toadyish Ameri- 
can fathers to poverty stricken princes, 
dukes, counts, earls, bnrons and mar- 
quises for taking our fair, bright repub- 
lican Khls away and teaching them to 
despise and turn their backs on all tho 
teachings of tho Declaration of Inde- 
pendence would pay half the national 
debt 


A court case is now on in Massachu- 


setts in which a foreign husband has 
crossed the Atlantic to suo for and col- 
lect hiH dowry, "which ho claims was 
settled on him by an American mother 
•when he kindly consented to give her 
danghtnr a title. Tho husband who is 
thus chasing his lost dower is on Italian 
noblenuin. Tho difference between tho 
averago banana man and the average 
Italian nobleman is not appreciable out- 
wardly to tho crude and common Ameri- 
can eye, but thoro must bo a great dif- 
ference or American parents would not 
bo so eager to buy him. 


It will bo interesting to know wheth- 


er the Italian titled husband can collect 
his dowry. 


American Consular Service. 


Tho object of tho American consular 


service is, first, to protect our citizens 
abroad, and, second, to extend our trade 
turn co gottHir iiiturmuuoa that will 00 
useful to American business men and 
agriculturists. Thus the office of a con- 
sul who attends to his business is often 
more useful to his native laud than that 
of the accredited American minister in 
tho same country, especially after ho 
has lenrno<l to speak the language of 
tho people among whom ho is placed. 


In a reoont address Hon. Oscar S. 


Straus, ex-iuinister to Turkey, dwelt at 
snme length on defects in tho present 
system of consular appointment. Ho 
belie rod in tho application'of a regular 
plan of examination, promotion and 
long tenure of office for our consuls. 


Removing suddenly largo numbers of 


consuls who have been in place long 
enough to learn their duties and putting 
in their stead wholly inexperienced 
men, wbo in turn will have barely 
time to Ijeconio useful to tho govern- 
ment whon they also ore whirled out 
of offlci) to makoroom for another batch 
of raw newcomers, Mr. Straus charac- 
terized as a bad method. 


Tho four requisites for bringing tho 


Ameriean consular service up to a re- 
spectable, useful level he believed to bo 
these—namely: 1. Higher qualification 
for office. 2. A term of office approach- 
ing permanency. 8. Promotion for effi- 
ciency and experience. 4. Graded sal- 
aries, ami those largo enough to enable 
tho consul to livo comfortably. 


South and Southwest. 


Daring all tho years of depression 


that aftlioted this country from 1898 to 
1897 one part of the land went on qui- 
etly having a little boom of prosperity 
all to itself. That was tho south. The 
boom overflowed also into the south- 
west. 


It IN nothing but truth to say that 


the south did not feel tho hard times aa 
the other parts of tho land did. The 
northwnnt in its early settlement had a 
boom unparalleled in history. Tho de- 
pression that followed was a reaction 
equal in effect. Tho movement of south- 
ern development advanced with no 
great bounds. But today it is perhaps, 
take it through and through, the moat 
prosperous section of tho Union. Foi 
years the population of our northwest 
has been slipping quietly southward to 
Alabama, Georgia, Arkansas and Mis- 
souri. Along the lines of railway agentt 
bought groat tracts of land, divided 
them into small farms and sold these to 
settle™ from the north, who have quick- 
ly transformed them into fertile fields, 
gardens and orchards. It has been found 
that everything needed for food and 
clothing can be produced without limit 
in the south. While northern industries 
languished those of the south took oo 
new life and growth. 


Her mines of coal and iron are inex- 


haustible. The coal strike of 1897 did 
not touch her. Manufacturing plants, 
cotton mills, rolling mills, foundries 
and machine shops are increasing so 
rapicly that it seems marvelous. The 
only wonder now ia that with her mild 
climate and unlimited water supply, 
with her mines and productive soil, the 
south instead of the north did not be- 
come ia the beginning the seat of pop- 
ulation, of manufacture and of hustling 
business activities. 


Figures are dry reading, bat if recent 


commercial reports were to be quoted 
they would show that at no time in her 
history has the fair south been so pros- 
perous, so rich and so all round happy 
as she is today. The old days did not 
begin to be so good as these days are. 


Savings Banks. 


There are in the United States 988 


savings banks. For a little time in 1894 
and 1895 ".heir capital did not increase 
much. In 1690, however, it made a solid 
advance. In the state in which savings 
bank are most numerous and the richest 
—New York — the deposits increased 
from 
{718,000,000 Jan. 1, 1893, to 


1839,000,000 July 1, 1897. In the 
whole country the sum deposited in 
savings banks ia over |2,000,000,000, 
considerably more than enough to pay 
the whole national debt twice over. 
Large aa this amount is, however, our 
people have not to their credit so great

It is becoming a perplexing problem 


how to make tho imonoy of savings banks 
pay as high a rate of interest to depos- 
itors as they have been doing. Tho pres- 
ent rate In generally 8, 8>£ and 4 per 
cent. Tho best of city bonds pay no 
nioro, and (ho railroads that pay as large 
dividend rates as these are not found in 
ovory locality. Money pours into tho 
banks faster than places to invest it 
profitably can bo found. 


As a remedy it is proposed that the 


United States govtirnmout should opon 
a savings bunk department. It could, 
say thoso who favor tho plan, take 
charge of tho funds of small depositors 
and pay them 2 or 8 per cent interest 
instead of borrowing money on bonds 
and paying interest to tho bondholders. 


An interesting decision has been ren- 


dered in Now York by Justice Beach of 
tho supreme court 
It concerns the 


right of delegates from a labor union to 
interfere and prevent nonincmbers from 
obtaining work and from keeping a 
place after it has been secured. A man 
who belonged to a labor union had trou- 
ble with it and was blacklisted. After- 
ward whenever he secured a job the 
delegate from the union to which he 
formerly belonged would appear on the 
scone and toll his employer that union 
men would not work with him. Then 
ho would be discharged. In this way 
ho lost half a dozen places. Judge 
Beach decided that because of so doing 
the dolegato should pay the blacklisted 
aim $600 damages and should refrain 
thereafter from interfering with him. 
Tho law would not tolerate such inter- 
ference, said tho judp,o. 


Princeton university has sent n second 


expedition to Patagonia. It is to be 
hoped some of Princeton's football team 
went along to learn from the big, splen- 
did Patagoniau savages just what a hu- 
man being is capable of in the way of 
physical development. Tho Patagonians 
aro of groat stature. They go naked wm- 
ter and summer, although their olimata 
is colder than that to which Princeton 
students are accustomed. When it is 
very cold, they simply wrap a sealskin 
blanket around them for awhile if they 
feel chilly.

For the (onvouience of bicyclers the 


experinienl lias bueu often made of cov- 
ering with it>phalt a narrow strip of a 
cobblestone street clos>e to the sidewalk. 
It has been found that the strip wears 
for years without cracking or being 
worn into holes. This shows that entire 
cobblestone streets, so rough and uneven 
as to be the terror of wagon and carriage 
drivers, may thus bo simply coated 
with a shoet of asphalt and be made 
more durable than if paved with the 
regulation asphalt covering. The rub- 
blestone or granite block paving becomes 
shaken together and pressed down as 
hard as iron. There could be positively 
no bettor foundation for the asphalt 
sheeting than this. The melted pitch 
and cement run into the hollows, filling 
them up and making a perfectly smooth 
surfaca 
Thus at comparatively trifling 


expense the worst cobblestone street 
may be turned into a fine asphalt paved 
ono that lasts for years. It has been tried 
and proved. 


When does high priced wheat benefit 


the farmer, is a question variously an- 
'swcred. It does not do so at all seasons 
of the year. If the rise in wheat comes 
suddenly in the spring, just when the 
old stock of grain is low and tho new is 
not yot in sight, speculators and grain 
dealers get all the advantage of it. If, 
however, a sharp advance comes about 
harvest time, when eight out of every 
ten agriculturists soil their wheat, then 
the farmer will get his share of the 
good prices. 


All mankind are aware that it is bet- 


ter to do great deeds than to heap up 
great riches, but they do not seem to 
act on tho information extensively.

In accordance with the referendum

So we can 
readily see how this vote was manu- 
factured. There was Democratic dis- 
gust at the Reading convention and its 
Chicago platform, and there was di- 
rection from some quarter to Dem- 
ocrats to swell the Swallow vote, so as 
to help the Democratic party next 
year. Returns like these are Just a lit- 
tle thin, not thick enough for a Re- 
publican revolution next year or any 
other year." 


An independent vote cutting from 


both parties in anything like equal pro- 
portions cannot harm the Republican 
party. Nevertheless, it behooves the 
Republican party to see to It that there 
Is no occasion for grumbling; that there 
shall be a fair contest and that the 
state convention shall do its work tn- 
trammeled.

MILITARY DISCIPLINE. 


6omo Xovel Propositions From One Who 


Is Not a Soldier. 


If a soldier or a sailor is a blackguard, 


the proper remedy is not for hia officers to 
outblaokguord him by torturing him, but 
simply to turn him out of the service. If 
he desires nothing better, then his dis- 
missal is a benefit both to himself and the 
service. If he does not desire it, theii he 
will do his bes,t to mend his ways so as to 
be allowed to stay in it. If an officer is a 
blackguard, a tyrant or an incompetent 
nuisance, the proper remedy is for the sol- 
dier to refuse to serve under him. This 
moans that the soldier should be as free to 
leave the army as I am to leave the staff 
of this journal. To retain a well conduct- 
ed soldier In the army against his will is 
to make a slave of a man who has done 
nothing to deserve it. 


Some day, when we get the better of 


our national cowardice, we shall give up 
the system of having our fighting done by 
slaves and boldly make the soldier and 
sailor as free as the policeman. The lads 
who want to leave the fleet GO badly that 
they will strike their officers and face flog- 
ging and imprisonment for the sake of the 
dismissal will be provided with an honor- 
able means of retreat. 
I look forward to 


the time when the army will be reformed 
bv a powerful trades union of the rank and 
file, which shall drive incompetent officers 
out of tho army as effectually as the cot- 
ton operatives of Lancashire drive Incom- 
petent employees out of the trade. 


I would have soldiers perfectly free to 


strike for higher pay or better conditions 
In time of war if they chose. For example, 
I would trust them unhesitatingly with 
an undisputed legal right to receive an 
order to charge on the field of battle itself 
by striking then and there for another 
twopence a day if that struck them as a 
favorable moment. I am perfectly aware 
that with every demand made and enforced 
on behalf of the men, the standard of abil- 
ity among officers would go up and whole 
batches of stiff necked dolts who now 
blunder their way along, making infinite 
trouble for the Robertses and costing the 
country huge sums for "discipline," would 
be retired afe useless I am also aware that 
the army and navy under such circum- 
stances would withdraw from civil activity 
a much higher class of men than they do 
at present, and that these would cos) 
more money per man per day than men 
"cannon fodder." But if a conflict arosi 
between such an army and cannon foddei 
I know whose side I should feel most com 
fortable on.—G. Bernard Shaw in London 
Saturday Review.

Open Air Horse Shows. 


In referring to tho scope and purpose 


of tho open air horso show, A. H. Godfrey 
in Outing says: 


"They aro something more than a mere 


parade. 
They are the ' natural result ol 


the healthy and remarkable modern growth 
of a country gentleman's life in America 
In all itfe sporting aspects, and they serve 
their purpose in reflecting the pure atmos- 
phere of rural existence, crystallizing, as it 
were, its true spirit and bringing forward 
all that is admirable in the character of a 
suburban community. 


"The advantages which suburban sum- 


mer horse shows present are incalculable. 
They not only demonstrate what fashion 
and tho mode have doomed most appro- 
priate in matters equine, but they also 
show the remarkable improvement which 
has taken place in this country during re- 
cent years in the classification of the vari- 
ous breeds of horses according to their 
several spheres of pleasure and utility. It 
Is a mistake to say that tho open air or 
local horse show caters only to the fashion- 
able element. 
On tho contrary, thoy are 


much broader in their scope and afford 
opportunities 
for 
equine 
competition 


among the local population far in excess 
of what was possible under the old reglme- 
They are peculiarly adapted to assist farm. 
ers us well as the breeders of live stock, 
for they tend to keep before them animals 
of approved conformation, color and char- 
acteristics, such as can bo roost profitably 
produced, and for which there is always a 
healthy demand. At the same time they 
bring the producers into closer touch with 
likely customers, whom they could not 
hope to reach through any other channel. 


"The increased benefits which country 


towns and villages derive from such Im- 
proved exhibitions cannot be exaggerated. 
On tho opening of a county show the en- 
tiro locality is flooded with visitors; open 
house Is the order of the day; private hos- 
pitality is extended, and this, taken in 
conjunction with the social gatherings, 
which form not the least attractive feature 
at such shows, puta money into circula 
tion In districts which without horse 
shows would be liable to lie more or less 
dormant."

Commonly by Hooks. 


Tho seeds that steal their rides by at- 


taching themselves to nniinnls nro very 
numerous .-iiul strike ono nt onco on ac- 
count of tl'o extreme ingenuity that hag 
been expended in devising means for ao- 
complishin ,' tho end. Most of them eateh 
in tho fur or tlio feathers of tho wild or 
tho tamo 01 eaturcs and remain there until 
brushed off either accidentally or volun- 
tarily. Anj one who has gathered a choice 
assortment of beggars' ticks on his cloth- 
ing can testify to tho pertinacity with 
which they cling and cannot help but ad- 
mire the ii.gonious way in which nature 
hns taxed him for a portion of tho carry- 
ing trade in seeds. 
Sometimes tho soed 


adheres by means of a glue which coats it 
one of tlio Virginia mistletoes being of 
this kind. But the more common method 
of attachment is by hooks. A single coarse 
hook or a p lir Is quite sufficient for some 
of tho larger seeds, whoso weight might 
fracture flniT hooks. Others, liko the car- 
rot, havo a Jew hooks, aud from this they 
grade upward numerically till wo recog- 
nize our cli .so friend tho burdock whoso 
adhesion is so perfect that ono might 
readily believe it to bo gummy. The hooks 
may appear on any or on all parts of tho 
seed or tho case containing It in infinite 
variety in fnrm and position. 


Then, agi'in, seeds steal transportation 


in other and strange ways. Some of them 
incnso themselves in toothsome fruits or 
borne? which nro freely eaten by tho wild 
nniiuals ami birds. In this group tho 
seeds havo a hard coat which is not affect- 
ed by tho d gestive processes, so that tho 
vitality and germinating powers aro not 
injured by the short sojourn in the ani- 
mal's siomnch, and at tho last find them- 
selves established in life perhaps at a groat 
distance from tho ancestral estate. Others 
still present their credentials to tho ani- 
mals in tho hhaue of an esculent pod liko 
tho St. John's bread, while others have'' 
still different forms of attractiveness as 
food.—Boston Transcript.

right here. 
He's in the sinokln rum." 


Now, there were many upon this train 


who had never soon the founder of tho fa- 
mous silver camp, and some men followed 
the conductor to the smoking room of tho 
sleeper. The door was closed and the con- 
ductor pushed against it. It yielded heav- 
ily, and he pushed again and crowded in. 
A man was lying on tho floor against tho 
door, and when ho had been placed upon 
tho sofa and revived we saw a modestly 
dressed man of middle age, medium size, 
with blue eyes looking out of a sad faco. 
Ho had fainted, he guessed, and then tho 
conductor asked hisnamo. "Crcede," said 
the man, and that was our first meeting. 


My interest in tho man began when 1 


met an old comrade of his who had served 
with him in tho Sioux wars in the sixties. 
After that Creodo and I became very good 
friends. 


Ho was born on a farm not far from 


Fort Wayne, Ind. 
Crcede put in seven 


years as a scout and Indian fighter and 
helped with his hands to open tho over- 
land route to tho Rockies. 
Some of his 


advent tiros havo been recorded and many 
havo not been told. 
A most important 


tnont in his life was omitted from all 
these narratives, yn event that lost to him 
all tho glory ho had gained In the Sioux 
wars and put a shadow on his trail. After 
the war he wont back to his old home in 
Iowa, whore ho had the misiortuno to full 
desperately in love with his brother's 
sweetheart. 
The brother triumphed, and 


it broke Crccde's heart. 
It was his first 


and last lovo. 
Liko tho rejected poet, ho 


was mad with grief and shame. lie cross- 
ed tho plains and changed his name. 


So it camo about that in tho spring of 


1870 in tho register of tho Drovers' hotel 
at Pueblo he wroto his name "Nicholas C. 
Creodo," which till then was not his namo. 


In a llttlo while Grecdo became a well 


known prospector. 
He was puciont and 


persevering, and upon his trail are many 
prosperous mining camps, notably Mon- 
arch and Bonanza. 
These camps were 


called after tho flrst claim located, and if 
the prospector had kept that up Creodo 
would have boon called "Holy Mosos." 
Many amusing stories havo boon told as 
to the naming of this claim, but, unfor- 
tunately, none of them is true. 
Tho first 


find at Crcedo, as at Monarch, proved to 
bu ono of tho poorest, but it helped the 
prospector. It brought, him in touch with 
Mr Mofl'et of Denver and put him in tho 
way to discover the Amethyst, which 
brought him fame and fortune. His share 
was a one-third interest in tho Amethyst 
mine. 
One day, in his modest cottage at 


Pueblo, he showed mo a small slip of pa- 
per Irom th'i First ^National bank of Den- 
ver upon which was written. "February 
doposit, JJu.lWU " 


"That was my rako off for last month, " 


he said in his quiet, modest way. At this 
time Crcedu was not a strong man. Seven 
years on tho plains and IS years in tho 
hills hunting for mines aro enough to wreck 
uven tho sti'ongi-nt constitution. 
The one 


companion that he kept through all these 
l!i years was a little old dog whoso shaggy 
coat was tho color of wood ashes. At 
Ocedo's request 1 photographed him and 
tho dog. 


In June of that year, 1893, Crecdo said 


ho would go to California, and we agreed 
to meet at San Francisco. From Frisco 
we went to Los Angeles, and when Crcedo 
saw tho pretty house at 001 Pearl street ho 
wanted it

Months ago he wrote to his friend, who 


was then in Washington, a cheerful letter, 
and it chanced to be tho last: "We, too, have 
a baby—a little girl—and do you know 
that I huvo never known of such pleasure 
in all my life as the pleasure ot caring for 
this littlo child!1 I liko to dress her anil 
undress her, as littlo girls do with their 
dolls " 


This was the little girl whom he had 


adopted. 
It seems to me that that letter 


alone shows that Creede's heart was in the 
right place 
What a loving father he 


iiiiKht have been I What a happy homo ho 
might have made if things had gone just 
a littla different! 
Very few people knew 


Croedo intimately. He avoided people. Ho 
was constantly ashamed of having changed 
his name. He exaggerated this bit, of fool- 
ishness into n crime and brooded over it, 
ind the bitter disappointment of his earlier 
life staid m his hoars and kept it sad. 


And so people who never know Creede 


disliked him. 
This is especially true of 


those who conceive it to be their duty or 
who think it smart to hate tho .rich and 
fortunate. 
Here follows a sample of tho 


unkind cuts that aro aimed at tho unfor- 
;unatc dead: 


"The duath of N. C. Creodo removed 


from earth rather a harmonious case of 
idiot that never aspirod to anything higher 
than eating morphine and figuring con- 
spicuously in divorce suits." 


Now, so far as I know, he has never fig- 


ured in a divorce court, and 1 make no 
doubt his lirst dosoof morphine was taken 
Opon that awful afternoon when he gave 
up the ship and went into his garden to 
die.

SKAKESPEARE IN LONDON. 


SIMIIISOJ'H Compliment and Mores'Trlbnt* 


to tlio Uuiiey Toiigued Author. 


Now, 
Shakespeare's London, says Dr 


Fluke in Th.i Atlantic, was a small city of 
from 1 DO, 000 to 200,000 souls, or about the 
size of Providence or Minneapolis nt tho 
present time. In cities of such size every- 
body of tha slightest eminence Is known 
all over town, and such persons aro sure 
to bo moro or loss acquainted with ono 
another. It Is a very rare exception when 
it is not so. 
Before his thirtieth year 


Shakespeare was well known ln London 
as an actor, a writer of plays and the man- 
ager of n prominent theater. In that your 
Sponsor, in his "Colin Clout's Come Homo 
Again," alluding to Shakespeare under 
tho name of Action, or "eaglelike,," paid 
him this compliment: 
And there, though last, not leant, IB Aetion— 


A ROiitlor shonhord may iimvlioro be found— 


Whose mubo, full of high thought's invention 


Doth, like himself, heroically sound. 
Four years after this, in 16SI8, Francis 


Mores published his book, entitled "Pal 
ladis Tamia," a very Interesting coutribu 
tlon to literary history. 
The author, who 


had been an instructor In rhetoric in the 
University of Oxford, was then living in 
London, near the Globe theater. In this 
book ilcres tolls his readers that "the 
sweot witty soul of Ovid lives in melliflu- 
ous and honey tongucd Shakuspoare. " Wit- 
ness his "Venus and Adonis," his "Lu- 
crcco," his sugared sonnets among his 
private friends, etc. 


To suppose that such a man as this In a 


town tho size of Minneapolis, connected 
with a principal theater, writer of tho 
most popular plays of the day, a poet 
whom men wore already coupling with 
Homer and Pindar—to suppose that such 
a man was not known to till the educated 
people in the town is simply absurd. There 
were probably very few men, women or 
children in London between 1595 and 1810 
who did not know who Shakespeare was 
when he passed them in tho street, and as 
for such wits as drank ale and sack at the 
Mermaid, as for Raleigh and Baoon and 
Selden and the rest, to suppose that Shakes- 
pearo did not know them well—nay, to 
suppose that he was not the loading spirit 
and brightest wit ot those ambrosial nights 
—is about as sensible as t» suppose that 
ho never saw a maypole.—John Flske in 
Atlantic.

HOW OREGON WAS SAVED. 


It Would Have Been a British PoBnemlon 


but For a Mule's Inatluct. 


Dr. Marcus Whitman's horseback ride 


of more than 3,000 miles from Oregon on 
his way to Washington to Insist upon our 
government taking possession of Oregon, 
to prevent It from falling into British 
hands, is graphically described in The La- 
dies' Home Journal by George Ludington 
Wood. 


"More than once, indeed frequently, 


during that journey in tho winter of 1842-3, 
a winter of unusual severity," writes Mr. 
Wood, "Dr. Whitman leads tho way 
through rivers whoso waters are frozen on 
either side. 
Buffeting the waves of foam- 


ing currents, ho plunges with his horse 
completely under water. Blinded by storm 
in every direction, ho is compelled, tp re- 
main ton days in a gorge. Hope dies even 
in his courageous heart. One thing seems 
inevitable—the snow must bo his dying 
bod and winding sheet and the moaning 
winds his dirge. 
Believing that his life's 


journey is ended, with that toward Wash- 
ington unfinished, he dismounts and kneel- 
ing in the snow ho prays for Oregon and 
for hor who in loneliness is praying for 
him, 
unconscious of this special danger. 


"'Man's extremity Is God's opportu- 


nity.' So runneth tha proverb which Dr. 
Whitman was not repeating when it was 
verified in a way suggestive of sudden 
transition from the solemn to the almost 
ludicrous. 
A mule, with stubbornness 


stiffened by thooold, yet with instinct pre- 
served, pointed with his long ears in one 
direction, then another, as if seeking the 
way, 
and at last, plowing through tho 


snow, became a unique guide whore the 
human had failed, leading tho despairing 
company through drift and canyon to the 
camp of the previous night. 
That mule 


also saved Oregon to the United States." 


A Commissioned Officer's Punishment. 
A court martial was recently held on 


the Mediterranean station upon a flrst lieu- 
tenant who was charged wim a mosi bru- 
tal assault upon a chief petty officer. 
The 


fact seems to have been that the victim of 
the assault was on duty as quartermaster, 
was taken ill and fell down insensible. 
Tho lirst lieutenant camo on board, and 
find ing him there endeavored to rouse 
him by kicking him about the body and 
head und boating him unmercifully with 
a haivy riding whip. Even if the man 
had l.oen drunk his condition would ob- 
viously have been no excuse whatever for 
this abominable assault, which was of such 
violence that a pool of blood was found 
where the man had boon lying, and he 
had to be afterward placed on tho siek list, 
having about 14 serious wounds about 
him. 


The occurrence soems to havo been 


hushed up at tho time. 
The lieutenant 


privately apologized to the quartermaster 
and practically 
threw himself on his 


mercy. But somohow or other the captain 
heard of the affair, and, much to his cred- 
it, made a report of it to the admiralty. 
Hence the court martial. 
Now what was 


the sentence In this case? Tho officer was 
severely reprimanded and dismissed his 
ship. 
There was no question in this .case 


of (logging, imprisonment and subsequent 
dismissal from tho service, but I venture 
to say that many a seaman has suffered all 
these punishments for infinitely less seri- 
ous crimes.—London Truth.
